Uniform Bill '° SHIPPER can fail to be cognizant of 
of the change which is quite generally tak- 
Lading. ing place in railroad management of late. 
The commercial pendulum swings as 
regularly as its political counterpart and just as we see 
the conservatives in power to-day and the liberals to- 
morrow, so we see different ideas dominant in com- 
mercial circles in different vears. 

A tew years ago, the railroads leaned decidedly to- 
ward a policy of liberality to the shipper, but of late 
years, the conservative element has been gradually 
gaining the ascendency, and to-day we see rates 
advance, and a general disposition to limit privileges 
allowed to patrons. The railroad lobbies and the dif- 
ferent agencies which work hand in hand with our 
common carriers are now agitating the adoption of 
what is styled a uniform bill of lading. 

From various sources we hear platitudes about the 
value of a thorough systematization of railroad forms, 
the advantages to be gained by a similarity of com- 
mercial documents of this character, the great advan- 
tages the shipper will gain from knowing exactly what 
the railroad company with whom he is doing business 
will do without the necessity of his posting himself 
‘on the different details in the agreements of the various 
railroads. ' 

There is a certain plausibility about these claims on 
first blush, but on a close examination, they will not 
hold water. In fact, leading shipping interests regard 
this concerted movement of railroad companies as an 
attempt to curtail shipping rights which no one rail- 
road company would have the audacity to attempt 
alone, but which the different roads think they can 
put through by united effort. 

There is no question but that the conditions at- 
tached to this new bill of lading bear with greater 
severity on shipping interests than those extant to-day. 
The first clause of these conditions would appear to 
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the unsophisticated eye of the writer to give the rail- 
road companies about everything they could possibly 
ask for. 

“No carrier or party in possession of all or any of the 
property herein described shall be liable for any loss thereof 
or damage thereto, by causes beyond its control; or by floods 
or by fire; or by quarantine; or by riots, strikes or stoppage 
of labor; or by leakage, breakage, chafing, loss in weight, 
changes in weather, heat, frost, wet, or decay; or from any 
cause if it be necessary or is usual to carry $uch propefty upon 
open cars.” 

That this new bill of lading abrogates the rights of 
shippers, is clearly shown by the following paragraph 
in the conditions attached thereto: 

“If the shipper elects not to accept the said tariff rates 
and conditions, he should so notify the agent of the receiving 
carrier at the time his property is offered for shipment, and if 
he does not give such notice it will be understood that he 
desires his property carried subject to the Uniform Bill of 
Lading conditions in order to secure the reduced class rates 
thereon. Property carried not subject to the conditions of 
the Uniform Bill of Lading will be at the carrier’s liability, 
limited only as provided by Common Law and by Laws of 
the United States and of the several states, in so far as they 
apply. Property thus carried will be charged twenty per 
cent higher (subject to minimum imecrease of one cent per 
one hundred pounds) than if shipped subject to the conditions 
of the Uniform Bill of Lading, and the cost of Marine In- 
surance will be added over any part of the route that may be 
by water.” 

It would appear to be fair that all goods should be 
carried at the carrier’s liability, limited only as pro- 
vided by common law and the By-Laws of the United 
States and of the several states insofar as they apply, 
and the fact that they assess the shippers an extra 20 
per cent for carrying the goods in this manner, would 
seem to be a clear indication of the abrogation of the 
just rights of the shipper in this proposed uniform 
bill of lading. 

The official trend of progress would appear to be in 
line of slashing away as much red tape and useless 
clerical work as possible, but should the proposed uni- 
form bill of lading become a law, instead of reduc- 
ing, it will materially add to the amount of red tape 
necessary in the transaction of business, and as such 
will prove a grievous hardship to the commercial 
world, particularly to hardware dealers owing to the 
bulkiness of hardware and the consequent heavy 
freight charges on same. We have in mind a certain 
large wholesale house whose daily shipments will vary 
from 1,500 to 2,000, and we have it on good authority 
that of this number of shipments, bills of lading are 
now made out for some hundred packages daily or 
over 5 to 7% per cent of the total shipments. 

If the railroad lobby succeeds in pushing through 
their bill on this subject, this firm will be required to 
hire clerks in their shipping department who will make 
out bills of lading for every one of these 2,000 different 
shipments that they send out daily, and every one of 
these bills of lading will have to be taken to the dif- 
ferent railroad depots where these goods are received, 
and will have to be signed both by the shipper or his 
representative and countersigned by the agent. This 
additional red tape, it can be readily seen, will incur 
both considerable expense and loss of time in making 
shipments. 

Another case in which the speedy transaction of

business will be more greatly retarded under the pro- 
posed conditions than to-day, can be briefly outlined 
as follows: 

Peter Jones, a Badville, la., hardware dealer, orders 
a lot of goods from the Brown Wholesale Hardware 
Co. of Chicago. The astute credit man of the Brown 
establishment, after a careful resume of the situation, 
is still somewhat skeptical as to the ability of Mr. 
Jones to pay for the goods. Consequently, the ship- 
ment is made subject to the order of the Brown Whoie- 
sale Hardware Co. On arrival of the car at Badville, 
Ia., it turns out that the surmise of the Chicago credit 
man was correct, and Mr. Jones is without the where- 
with-all to satisfy the Chicago jobbers that he can be 
safely entrusted with the goods. The Brown Whole- 
sale Hardware house canvass the situation and 
decide that it will be money in their pocket if they 
decide to have Wm. Taylor, their central lowa repre- 
sentative, to hustle around to Badville and see what he 
can do with this consignment. Consequently, Mr. 
Taylor shows up bright and early in Badville and sells 
the goods at an attractive price to the Smith Hardware 
Co. of Badviile. The credit of the Smith Hardware 
Co. being gilt-edged, the transfer of this shipment of 
goods to them is a comparatively simple matter under 
present conditions, but under the conditions that will 
be brought about if this proposed bill of lading be- 
comes a law, the amount of red tape which will be 
necessary to unravel before this transaction will be 
completed, will be of a character which would have 
delighted the barnacles of Dickens’ circumlocution of- 
fice. It will be necessary for the shipper to execute a 
bond releasing the railroad companies from all liability 
in the matter besides taking up time with the filling 
out of various other forms. 


The more one looks at this question of a uniform 
bill of lading, the clearer it becomes that it has been 
designed and is being pushed solely in the interests 
of the railroad and against those of the shipper. We 
do not know how the hardware trade stands on this 
matter, but we do know that such Chicago hardware 
men as we have seen on this matter, are outspoken in 
their position toward this proposed bill and several 
hardware men who will be present at the meetings of 
the National Hardware Association and the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association at Atlantic 
City in the middle of next month, will, we know, take 
strenuous action to have these bodies go on record 
as opposed to this projected change in current shipping 
conditions. 

The subject is one which every representative of a 
hardware manufacturing or jobbing house owes to his 
own business interests to carefully consider. The 
specious arguments urged in favor of this bill 
should be brushed aside and the little jokers with 
which it is thickly studded, everyone of which is de- 
signed to place the shipper even more tightly in the 
grip of the carriers than he is to-day, should be fully 
exposed. 

In closing this brief disquisition, we would casually 
call attention to the fact that after this uniform 
bill of lading becomes a law, the toilsome and vexa- 
tious work of pressing claims against the railroad com- 





panies for damage in transit, etc., will be greatly re- 
duced for the simple reason that like the boy who 
nibbied the apple, the railroad companies seem to have 
determined that there won’t be any core in the matter, 
and by skillfully dodging the maximum share of their 
responsibility in the matter, the number of cases in 
which they can be held liable for claims of all char- 
aeters will be reduced to a minimum. 








IN A RECENT issue L. D. Ray, Belvi- 
dere, Ill., pointed out the inequity of rail- 
road rates from Chicago to Belvidere, IIl., 
as compared to the tariff between Chicago 
and Rockford, 14 miles further on where there is more 
competition. Not only are railroad rates grossly in- 
equitable, but they are being stealthily advanced. 
Recent annual reports of the railroads for the fiscal 
year 1904 show a progressive increase in average 
freight rates. As an example the Chicago & North- 
western’s average rate per ton per mile, which was 0.81 
cents in 1902 and 0.89 in 1903 was 0.92 in 1904. The 
“Big Four” shows an increase from 0.644 cents in 
1903 to 0.67 this year. An increase is also reported by 
the Norfolk & Western. The report of the St. Paul 
makes the following comparative showing of rate per

While the increase in the average rate charged by 
the St. Paul seems small, the gross earnings would 
have been less by $1,023,000 this year if the 3,938,402,- 
566 tons of freight hauled 1 mile had been transported 
at the average rate charged in 1903. 

A rather curious feature of the increases noted is 
that there has been no talk concerning a general ad- 
vance in freight rates in the last year. No formal 
movement of the sort has occurred since the end of the 
calendar year 1902; yet the railways show as great 
an increase in the ton-mile-rate for the twelve months ° 
ending with last June as in the year preceding, and in 
some cases, as with the St. Paul, an even greater in- 
crease. Some of the explanations offered are: 

Revenue derived from hauling a given amount of 
freight may be increased through raising the pnblished 
schedule of all rates, or by the shifting of that particu- 
lar kind of freight from one to another classification. 
Lumber, for instance, which is now in the sixth or 
cheapest class, might be changed to the fifth class and 
thus pay a higher rate without any change in the gen- 
eral rate sheet. Another suggested explanation is that 
old rebate accounts, formerly carried with large ship- 
pers, may have been paid up in full.

The leading hardware manufacturers and jobbers 
will soon meet in force at Atlantic City and all will 
miss that constant and genial convention attendant, 
Tom Almgill of G. & H. Barnett Co., Philadelphia. 
Mr. Almgill was an energetic and magnetic trade mis- 
sionary and was a welcome and well-known visitor at 
nearly every leading jobbing house in the country. 

Mr, Almgill’s life was a striking exemplification of 
what a man of rare ability can accomplish by picking 
out one line of business endeavor and sticking to it 
with buildog persistence. Born in Leeds, England, 
he identified himself with Jno. Ingham & Co., nail 
manufacturers, in his teens and traveled all over Great 
Britain in their interests, but looking for a wider out- 
look he came to America in 1882, when he started that 
long association with the G. & H. Barnett Co., which 
made him one of the best known hardware men in 
America. 

As showing the respect with which Mr. Almgill was 
held by those who knew him best in the city of Phil- 
adelphia, I would quote the following from a private 
letter received recently by a friend of mine: 

“Of course, you were shocked and grieved as well 
to hear the sad news of poor Tom’s decease. I have 
just returned from the funeral. The morning started 
out to be one of the most terrific we have had for 
many a long day, pouring sleeting rain and wind so 
that an umbrella was of no earthly use, and whilst the 
funeral itself was sad enough, the terrific weather 
threatened to make it more so. Fortunately, however, 
before the people left the house, the wind changed, 
the sun came out and the rain ceased, for which we 
were very thankful. 

It was a very sad funeral. Just think of poor Mrs. 
Almgill with not a relative in this country with the 
exception of one brother who was not at the funeral. 
Among those of the hardware trade who were present 
to pay their last respects to their friend of many years 
were Messrs. Van Newkirk, Clayton, Cressman, F. 
Hall, T. Jas. Fernley, F. W. Huff, John Griffith, Paul 
Griffith, Alfred Barnett, George Barnett and Wm. 
Howell.”

I was passing a South Side hardware store in Chi- 
cago the other day and happened to look into the win- 
dow, which was pretty nearly taken up with a large 
lithograph of Martin B. Madden, Republican candidate 
for Congress; Geo. A. Trude, Democratic candidate 
for State’s Attorney, and John H. Hill, Prohibition 
candidate for the Legislature. Besides these three 
compaign lithographs, there was a large circular call- 
ing attention to the Business Men’s Classes at the Cen- 
tral Y. M. C. A. Gymnasium and also a poster of the 
Chicago Horse Show. The hardware man being a 
friend of mine, I dropped in in a casual sort of way 
and asked him how much he was making out of the 
various political and other placards which took up his 
window space, and he said: “I put the political pla- 
cards in as different customers of mine asked me to. 
I don’t get anything out of them, and I do not think 
they will offend anybody, as you see three different 
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parties are represented. As to the Y. M. C. A., it is 
a worthy charity and I am glad to do something to 
help the young men along. The Horse Show people 
give me tickets for allowing their poster to appear in 
the window, but I generally give them away to some of 
my friends. I don’t care for that sort of thing very 
much.” 

I have seen in different trade papers and have heard 
at different hardware conventions articles urging hard- 
ware dealers to use their window space to the best 
possible advantage. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN has just 
been conducting a competition in order that dealers 
might get the best possible views on this subject. 

In my various travels around the country, I find that 
the Chicago hardware dealers are not the only ones 
who sin against their own best interests in this matter. 
I claim that it is poor business policy for the hardware 
dealer to allow his window space to be used in the fur- 
therance of the candidacy of any congressional or leg- 
islative candidate, nor should he allow church affairs, 
or Y. M. C. A.’s or other organizations to utilize his 
valuable space. Too often, hardware dealers for the 
sake of a paltry theater ticket or two allow the “Mid- 
night Bride” or some other cheap melodramatic posters 
to use up the space in their windows. This space is 
more valuable to the retailer himself than to anyone 
else and he should use it for artistic displays of sea- 
sonable goods.

A case of interest to the retail trade generally, comes 
from Canada, where H. K. Wampole & Co., proprie- 
tary medicine manufacturers, located at Toronto, sued 
J. T. Lyons, a Montreal druggist, petitioning for an 
injunction to prevent him from selling Wampole’s 
tasteless cod liver oil for less than a dollar a bottle. 
The plaintiffs made an agreement to sell the defend- 
ants this oil at 15 cents a bottle, the latter agreeing 
not to retail it at less than $1.00 a bottle. The court 
in examining into the case found out that the H. K. 
Wampole Co. made this contract in pursuance with an 
agreement entered into with a drug section of the Re- 
tail Merchants’ Association of Canada and decided 
that the retail druggists in their own interests fixed the 
price of an article at a dollar which cost them 58 cents, 
thereby making an exaggerated profit, which was 
against public interests. The injunction was refused. 

This set-back which the important question of price 
maintenance has received, should make the advocates 
of this system in this country scrutinize carefully any 
suggestion of relief from the strenuosity of catalogue 
house competition through this source.

THE ILINOY HEATER. 








The Quincy Stove Mfg. Co., Quincy, IIl., are manu- 

facturers of the Ilinoy heater which has many fea- 
tures to commend it to the close attention of the trade. 
The draft is taken at the front of the top of the stove 
encircling the entire top on either side. Then it 
passes on down the back of the stove, discharging the 
draft which at this time has attained an intense tem- 
perature, through the distributing or gas burner ring 
directly under the fire. The distributing ring or gas 
burner encircles the stove at the top of the fire pot, 
thus equalizing the distribution of heated air and at 
the same time delivering the blast at the proper point 
directly over the fire where gases are forming. The 
distributing ring is made in two pieces with exten- 
sion joints which allow for expansion without open- 
ing up the joints. 
. The ring is so constructed that it is impossible to 
clog or fill with ashes. The cold air chamber in the 
rear of the stove comes up through the base, receiv- 
ing the cold air from the bottom of the stove and dis- 
charging the hot air through a register in the top of 
the back of the stove. If desired a pipe can be ex- 
tended for heating the room overhead. The nickel 
deflectors or foot rails which encircle the entire stove 
turn the heat from the fire pot toward the floor. The 
base is made in one piece which is securely bolted and 
cemented to the bottom making it absolutely air-tight. 
The body is driven over a beveled flange on the fire 
pot. The ash pit door is very heavy, and has an air- 
tight register and very heavy and large screw handle, 
large heavy feed door with mica frame cast in one 
piece with strong ribs and molding around outer edge. 
Other features are the large roller bearing smoke cur- 
tain, swing top, heavy square front bolted with 4 inch 
bolts to polished steel body; body made of 14 gauge 
steel and large bailed ash pan. The nickel plated parts 
include base skirtings and feet, base door panel with 
nickel screw register, Ilinoy shaker skirtings or foot 
rails encircling the entire stove, name plate, front door 
panel, cast top ring, upper draft register, urn bottom, 
side ornaments extending the entire length of front 
and large handsome trade-mark urn. 

The following testimonial to the merits of this heat- 
er was received from S. M. Jordan, Stanberry, Mo., 
under cover of Oct. 13th: 

“T bought a 16-inch Ilinoy heater of the Big 4 Hard-

CATALOGUE HOUSES HAVE GAINED THEIR MAXIMUM GROWTH. 


We have noted with interest the various articles which 
have appeared in your columns on the subject of catalogue 
house competition. We wish to state that we are deeply in 
sympathy with the retail trade, who make the bulk of the 
hardware sold in this country, and furthermore, we note that 
the catalogue houses have apparently gained their maximum 
growth, and in the future this form of competition will de- 
cline rather than advance. 


COERCIVE MEASURES UNAVAILING. 


We cannot blame our friends in the retail trade for tak- 
ing what steps they deem best to check this form of com- 
petition but fail to see how they can accomplish anything by 
adopting coercive measures against manufacturers. 

In the first place it should be borne in mind that the 
number of retail hardware dealers who are affiliated with 
the various associations, are less than 10 per cent of those in 
the country and furthermore, not over 20 per cent of this 
10 per cent take an active and loyal interest in the affairs of 
the association. Consequently, in any extended movement, 
of hostility towards a manufacturer who was selling goods to 
catalogue houses the retail hardware dealers would find them- 
selves severely handicapped, as the number of retailers whose 
purchases they could control, would be but a small amount of 
the total number of hardware dealers in the country. I be- 
lieve, and I know that a number of manufacturers believe, 
that a great deal can be done by the careful and loyal co- 
operation of manufacturer, jobber and retailer toward regu- 
lating the intensity of the competition which the retailer ex- 
periences from the catalogue houses, but at the same time, 
the retail hardware organization is not strong enough to es- 
tablish coercive measures and force the manufacturers to drop 
sales to these houses whether they will or not. 

VIOLENT MEASURES ARE ILL-TIMED. 


Considering the fact that the manufacturers 
tremely well disposed toward the retailers, and that the job- 
bing interests, after careful consideration of the question, have 
arrayed themselves on the side of the retailers to help them 
all they can, it would appear to the writer that any violent 
measures at the present time are extremely ill-timed.

CATALOGUE HOUSES MUST SELL HARDWARE. 


Enthusiasts in the retail trade can hardly expect to do 
away with the catalogue houses, especially as it has been 
pointed out in several trade papers, that their sales of hard- 
ware comprise only some 20 per cent of the business of the 
catalogue house, and that they could still do a large business 
even if they sold no hardware at all. As a matter of fact, 
concerns situated as the catalogue houses are must sell every- 
thing no matter how elaborate a boycott hardware manufac- 
turers, jobbers and retailers, acting in the most perfect unison 
and with the most admirable Joyalty to each other may estab- 
lish, the catalogue houses cannot afford to go out of business, 
and to initiate hostile action on the part of the hardware 
manufacturers would simply drive the catalogue houses to 
go into business for themselves and manufacture their own 
hardware, which in retalliation for the boycott to which they 
have been subjected, they would sell at prices which would 
demoralize the trade even more than it is to-day. 

SHOULD NOT ATTEMPT THE IMPOSSIBLE. 

If, as I before stated, a firm who starts out to sell every- 

thing must sell everything or lose its prestige, there is no 





need of wasting time and money stirring up ill will and losing 
the money which must necessarily be lost in commercial bat- 
tle, trying to accomplish an object which is impossible. The 
hardware manufacturers and the hardware jobbers at Atlantic 
City should figure out carefully the natural limitations which 
accede to this question and should decide how far they can 
go in protecting the retail trade against catalogue house com- 
petition, for there certainly is a point which is very far 
short of the complete boycott beyond which it is folly in every 
way for the hardware world to go, and if they persist in pass- 
ing this point, it means so much more advertising for the 
catalogue house, and so much more loss of money for the 
retail hardware dealer. 


WILL SECURE GOODS ANYWAY. 





MONOPLY CANNOT BE MAINTAINED. 
From “X. Y. Z.,” New York. 

In the various discussions in the columns of the trade 
press on the matter of catalogue house competition, a certain 
element of those writing on the matter seem to have lost 
sight of the fact that it is an impossibiliy to maintain a mo- 
nopoly in any line of goods where it does not have a mo- 
nopoly of the raw material. It is due to this fact that com- 
binations in the manufacture of hardware have been so few 
as they are. The Standard Oil Company, which has secured 
control of the wells producing the oil, naturally have a mo- 
nopoly,. but the average hardware manufacturer has to buy 
all his raw material, and one man /.an buy this raw material as 
freely as another. 

MONEY WILL GET GOODS. 

Those who take extreme views in regard to the course 
to be pursued toward the manufacturer who sells to catalogue 
houses should from the cardinal principles of business learn 
that the man who has money can do what he wants; as an 
old traveling salesman who at one time visited in the retail 
hardware trade in the great and glorious prohibition state of 
Iowa, I would state that, having both the principles and the 
thirst, I found no difficulty in assuaging this thirst in spite 
of the fact that according to the statute books of the hawk- 
eye state, there was no such thing as the retailing of liquor 
within its boundaries. 

If the retail hardware associations were ten times as 
strong as they are and the membership embraced in the vari- 
Ous associations were all penalized not to buy any goods sold 
to catalogue houses, still the catalogue houses with their ready 
money would have no trouble whatsoever in securing all the 
hardware they wanted. 

NOT AT WITS’ END. 

The impression one might gain from reading trade papers 
and listening to hardware salesmen would be that the cata- 
logue houses were at their wits’ end to secure hardware and 
other goods, and that their buyers went down on their bended 
knees in order to tempt virtuous manufacturers’ agents and 
salesmen who kept refusing their orders through a sense of 
duty to the retail trade. As a matter of fact, this is all 
poppycock. There is not one salesman out of ten who visits 
Chicago but who attempts to get an order from Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co. and Montgomery Ward & Co. 

NEW FIRMS SEEK CATALOGUE HOUSE BUSINESS. 

The offices of their buyers are crowded with these men. 
Moreover, it must be borne in mind that every new firm which 
starts up to make an air-tight stove which is a little out of 
the ordinary or has got a patent wrench which they are put- 
ting on the market or are making a new washing machine, 











who find themselves a little short of capital, conceive the bril- 
liant idea of sending one of their representatives to Chicago 
to see this catalogue house, and to offer to sell them a thou- 
sand or 20,000 of their washing machines or sad irons or 
stoves or whatever it may be, at exceptionally low prices. 
The reason for that is that these little fellows who are start- 
ing up know perfectly well that just as soon as they leave 
these catalogue houses with this fat order in their pockets, 
all they have to do is to go to their supply men and say, 
here, I want so many thousands of these castings, and so 
much of this and so much of that, and you won’t have any 
trouble about getting your pay, for here you see is an order

MANUFACTURER PLACES HIS INTERESTS IN JEOPARDY. 


The Cyclone Woven Wire Fence Co., Holland, Mich., 
write: “It would seem that the manufacturer of a first-class 
article would be putting his interests in jeopardy if he per- 
mitted a jobber to sell under his private brand, for the reason 
that the jobber could substitute at any time that he wanted 
to put in cheaper goods or could buy something equal for less 
money. We do not see where the dealer is likely to get much 
the worst of it, because if the goods he gets of the jobber 
donot hold up, there are other jobbers.” 

ARE NOT LOSERS IN THE LONG RUN. 

The Sandusky Tool Co., Sandusky, O., write: “We have 
manufactured goods for jobbers under special brands for a 
great many years. It costs us more than it would to take the 
same goods from stock under our regular brands, but in the 
long run we do not think we lose anything by it, as there is 
no doubt but what the jobber pushes the sale of goods under 
his own brand more vigorously than under the name of the 
manufacturer. More sales for the jobber, more sales for the 
manufacturer. 

“We have noticed lately that the retailer does not display 
wood bench planes as he did formerly. We think this is a 
mistake, as also in the case of hand screws and bench screws. 
If he would place these goods where the mechanic could see 
them he would be able to make more sales.” 

NEVER CHANGED THEIR BRANDS. 

The Canton Steel Roofing Co., Canton, O., write: “In 
this connection we might say that we do not handle anything 
which goes by any particular or separate brand. We have 
never had occasion to change the brand of our goods for 
any particular jobber, so that the matter has- never been 
presented to us for a decision.” 


PRIVATE BRANDS A MISTAKE FOR MANUFACTURER. 


A leading firm of manufacturers write: “We do not 
blame the jobber if he can have his private brand and thereby 
control the sale of that brand of goods, but the purchaser of 
this private brand does not always, in our opinion, get the 
same quality for the reason that the jobber has the goods 
made one day by one factory, and later on made by another 
plant, and he has no way of absolutely knowing the quality 
of the goods he is having made by these different factories. 
We think it is a mistake for the manufacturer to make goods 
under private brands, for the reason he loses his identity, and 
every article he makes under a private brands cuts just so 
many of his goods from the market. Take, for example, 
shovels or axes: A factory may make 25 or 30 different 
brands, and while they may be all of the same goods, yet it 
is an expense to keep them separate, to brand and label them, 
whereas if he makes his own brands he can make a number 
of thousands at a time, brand them all the same, eliminating 
the expense of extra handling and of keeping small lots sep- 
arate.” 

DOES NOT CARE TO ADVERTISE HIMSELF AS A HARDWARE FREAK. 

A leading jobber writes: “I would rather not answer 
your letter for publication, as I am one of those who do not 
believe in the use of private brands by jobbers, excepting in 
the case of goods of such a nature that the jobber can set 
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for 20,000 of these machines from Sears, Roebuck & Co. just 
as soon as they are completed, and whenever we get the 
money we will pay you. 

GOSPEL TRUTH. 

This is not a fairy tale, but is gospel truth, and a large 
number of the leading hardware specialties on the market to- 
day are those which have been turned down contemptuously 
by different jobbers and then have been taken by advertising 
and made a success of by the shrewder representatives of the 
catalogue houses. It is all very well for the retailers to fight 
these catalogue houses, but as far as I can see, this fight is a 
futile one and does nothing but advertise them.

PATTERN FOR OBJECT WITH ROUND BASE AN 
OBLONG TOP. 





Herewith is a pattern for an article round at base 
and an oblong square at top. 

Draw the plan as follows: Draw a circle the size 
of base; bisect the same as line A B. Then draw plan 
of rectangular top in the proper position. Bisect the 
line A B with the perpendicular line YV D. Then 
from A (line A B) to O (line V D) is % of plan of 
base, and from I (line A B) to K and then to O is 4% 
plan of rectangular top. Divide arc of circle of A O 
into any number of equal parts (here 7) and mark 
them 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and connect the points thus found 
to point K. At point B (line A B) erect perpendicu- 
lar line B K equal to the given height. Then from B 
(line A B) set off distances A K, I K, 2 K, 3 K, 4 K, 
5 K, 6 K and O K, respectively. Take these dis- 
tances from plan, then connect these points thus found 
to K (line B K). All of these lines are respectively 
the true lengths of the lines called for in the plan. 
At point I (line A B) erect perpendicular line 1 Z 
equal to the given height. Connect A and S by line X 
at point O (line V D) erect perpendicular line O R 
equal to the given height. Connect R with outer part 
of rectangular top, as at QO, then QO R is slant height 
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at that point. This completes Figs. 1 and 2, from 
which to’ get measurements to draw the pattern. 

To draw the pattern: Draw any line K M (Fig. 3) 
from K (on this line) set off the distance 1 K (in 
plan), mark the point 1 and at it erect perpendicular 
line S, equal in length to A S in plan. Connect K to 
S (Fig. 3) and with K as a center and radii K 1, K 2, 
K 3, K 4, K 5, K6, K O, respectively (Fig. 2) de- 
scribe the indefinite arcs 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and O (Fig. 
3). Then with S 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6 as centers, re- 
spectively, and radius equal to one of the divisions of 
circle in plan as A 1 describe arcs intersecting indef- 
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inite arcs at points I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and O. Connect 
these points to K (Fig. 3). Then with O as a center 
and a radius equal to I R of plan describe the indefinite 
arc Z. Then with K as a center, and the distance K 2 
in plan as radius describe an arc intersecting indefinite 
arc 2 at point Z. Connect O to Z and K to Z. Then 
draw a free hand curve through the points S, 1, 2, 3, 
4, 5,6 and O. This completes % of pattern. Follow 
the same operation on the opposite side of 1 D and you 


will have % the pattern. Allow for locks or laps.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


We cannot find any change in the situation on the 
opening of a new week. The general situation is that 
in pig iron there is an enormous amount of inquiry— 
at least to judge by the assurances we are given—but 
buyers are not ready to pay the new prices, which have 
been jumped up with very little business being done 
on the way. In steel, prices are firmly held and pro- 
ducers think some of advancing prices, but buyers are 
not particularly afraid of this. In finished lines there 
is a good bit of business offered for forward delivery, 
but producers are, in general, not anxious to contract 
ahead. 

Just what the outcome of all this will be is very 
hard to say. We are on the eve of what is ordinarily 
a dull season in the iron trade. 
offered is not enough to keep things going through 
this period, but producers will accept it, say through 
January, and make up their minds later what they will 
do for later delivery. 

It is quite early to talk about iron ore for next 
season, but we feel that in the present situation ore is 
going to be a more dominant factor than usual. Cer- 
tainly the ore situation has had much to do with the 
rather spectacular advance in pig iron we have had 
during the past ten days or two weeks, because some 
merchant furnaces are not well enough provided with 
ore to be free sellers on to next June, when the new 
ore will be available. If ore is higher next year there 
will be no difficulty in maintaining this pig iron ad- 
vance, as by the time new ore comes in there will be 
more demand on furnaces. On the other hand, ore 
may be no higher, even in the face of a better demand, 
as by general consensus the ore people allowed this 
year to be an “off” one and were willing to refrain 
from selling, or showing what they could do, for a 
single season, just for the general good of the future. 
Next year they may have much more aggressive plans. 
There is a lot of argument that this season’s prices 
have been around cost of production, but it is permit- 
ted to doubt this. é

PIG IRON. 

Southern furnaces have sold a round block of iron 
in this market on the basis of $12 Birmingham for 
No. 2 foundry, or $15.65 Chicago, since the following 
report was written. The local situation has developed 
into one of great strength, all producers asking $12 
for this year’s delivery and some $13 for next year. 
The former quotation, however, is the ruling price and 
is firmly established, .practically all the iron sold this 
week being on that basis. With few exceptions the 
Southern interests have opened their books for 1905 
business. Northern furnaces have also advanced their 
prices 50 cents to $1 a ton, as was expected. There 
has been an exceptionally heavy demand for local irons 
since Monday and a large tonnage has been booked. 
The minimum quotation now made is $15 Chicago for 
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No. 2 for delivery in the balance of this year, and 
$15.50 for shipments in 1905. Bar iron has jumped 
50 cents a ton and is now quoted 1.40c Chicago for 
this year’s shipments and 1.45c to 1.50c for next year. 

Southern irons have advanced with startling rapid- 
ity in the week under review, the activity in this direc- 
tien being reminiscent of the flush times of two years 
ago. Since the writing of our last report, when No. 2 
Foundry was selling on the basis of $10 Birmingham, 
iron has advanced by rapid stages to $12 a ton Bir- 
mingham. It has found no buyers in this market at 
this price as yet, the sales reported on the latter basis 
being to foundrymen located below the Ohio river who 
have no recourse but to buy from Southern producers. 
Northern iron has also advanced during the week, the 
No. 2

Chicago. 
advances in their product before the week is out, and if 
Southern furnaces maintain their new prices, these 
will probably go into effect. 

In finished iron and steel, the situation is almost as 
strong as in the crude material. Makers of forging 
billets have advanced prices $2 a ton; merchant pipe 
5 per cent, and bar iron 50 cents a ton, all three 
changes having been made during the week under re-

view. Bar iron is now selling from 1.: 
with strong leanings towards the latter figure. 
demand for each of these products has been very brisk, 
the changes having stimulated specifications from 
jobbers and consumers who were backward in laying 
in stocks. One order fer 5,000 tons of axle billets 
was taken from a local forging plant during the week, 
while the order for 5,000 tons placed by another local 
concern mentioned in our last report was increased to 
6,coo tons. Inquiry for sheets is large and prices 
firm. Plates and structurals are enjoying fair demand, 
the outlook for both products being especially hope- 
ful. The demand for cars, ships and new buildings 
indicates that the coming year will see a large con- 
sumption of the former materials, the inquiry along 
these lines being especially heavy in the last few weeks. 
Business in heavy rails is quiet, no improvement being 
looked for in this trade until after the price for the 
settled. Light sections are 


supplies brisk, mills getting better 


coming year has been 
healthy and track 
prices for the former material than for several months 
past. Specifications orn merchant and agricultural steel 
are heavy, one interest having advanced its prices 4c 
per pound on certain special shapes. No cessation is 
to be noted in the demand for nails and fencing, job- 
bers generally laying in large stocks for winter and 
spring use. Coke is quiet and prices firm. Scrap is 
without change as to prices, though a slightly better 
demand is felt from consumers. 


BILLETS. 


A brisk business has been transacted by western 
mills in forging billets in the week just come to an end, 
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One order for 5,000 tons of axle billets was placed by 
a Chicago consumer, while the local concern which 
ten days ago placed an order for 5,000 tons of forg- 
ing billets has since increased it to 6,000 tons. The 
new prices on forging billets will go into effect this 
week, these being an advance of $2 a ton over the 
former quotations, making the price for 4 x 4 and 
larger, up to but not including to x 10, $24.50 Chi- 
cago. Rerolling billets are without change, and we 
quote Chicago delivery, Bessemer or open-hearth, 4 
x 4 and larger, up to .25 carbon, $22.50, up to and in- 
cluding .60 carbon, $1 extra. Billets, 374 in, and 
smaller, and sheet and tin bars, $24.50. Wire rods, 
$26, Pittsburg. 
BARS. 

The leading western producer of bar iron has with- 
drawn its quotation of 1.35c, and is now asking 50 
cents a ton above this figure as its minimum price. 
An encouraging increase in orders and specifications 
has been felt in the week under review, all branches 
of the consuming trade sharing in the improved de- 
mand. Specifications for steel bars are very heavy 
and include some large lots, the western mills running 
to their full capacity. We quote shipments, Chicago 
delivery, carload lots, as follows: Bar iron, 1.37%4c to 
1.40c; soft steel bars, 1.46'4c; soft steel angles, less 
than 3 x 3, 1.56%c; hoops, 1.71%c, rates, full extras. 
Local jobbers are quoting iron bars, 1.70c to 1.75¢c, 
base, full extras; steel bars and bands, 1.65c¢ to 1.70c, 
base, half extras; hoops, 2c to 2.10c, rates, full extras. 


SHEETS. 

The demand for both black and galvanized sheets 
has so far improved that there is little necessity for 
shading prices to encourage new business.
